It may interest the reader# of Tm BrvoLtmns 
to learn eomc of tbe English notion* of women, 
their character* and capacities, a* they may >«e 
gathered from tbe novelists of tbe present day. 

Tacitus, in hi* Roman history, apeak* of oer- 
ain traits in tbe Briton and Haxon of hi* day. 
Tbe** were, brutality aa well aa courage in tbe 
men, united with great pride in the chastity of 
thstr women. Was tbe Latin scribe a prophet 
also? 

To prove that the asm* brutality i* a feature 
ol the present race, we need but allude to tbe 
cock -lighting, the dog and bull-baiting, tbe 
bone-racing, the noble science of pugiliam. and 
the wife-beating of the lower classes. How 
are these same traits ahown in tbe treatment of 
women by the higher order*, modified by cir* 
cumstanoea, but still poising in the blood ? 

Tbe Englishman love* his home, his wife, bis 
shildren, but hi* pride in them is tbe strongest 
part of hta affrction. Take that awny and love 
seem* to vanish. He will care for them after 
bis fhsbion. but they mnst be wholly subser- 
vient to him ; bi* bumble, obedient dependents 
Mill’s Subjection of Women is a truer statement 
of English than American feeling. We women 
l>ere, have a freedom, a position and an oppor 
tuuMy of which tbe bulk of English women 
do not dream, and tbe? are blest in these re- 
spects beside their continental maters 

All through large and little English novels, 
there aeem to l*» two general class** of heroines. 
There i* the sweet, smiling, almost silly, beauty, 
and tbe stronger nature, fall of power, unfortu- 
nately applied. In Tbckena'a story of Dorobey 
and Bon, the two wive* of Mr Dombey are 
fair specimens of these two class**. He pnee* 
each a* Ms wife. Only as they belong to him 
have they any value in hi* eyes. Not for them 
selves, for their sweetness, their beamy, tbeir 
culture, but as these qualities msy minister to 
him, to strengthen b»a influence, hi* position, 
hi* dignity, or add to hia creature comforts 
II* buy* their service, end hire* them a* «m 
ants , with British fairness, giving them good 
wages On the part of the husband, there i» 
not the slightest conception of a true matriapA 
nf unity, of growing together, of mutual cul- 
ture *n<1 Improvement There i® no drc«*m <w 
*had<>w of a vision, or intellectual percept of 
s lore, constant, sustaining, rotiaohnp . or *

Affections. 

There is progress though, in the conception*

Tidmcmi have just. arrived from Florence of 
the death of thia celebrated lady. Tb* n am* of 
the Marchess Florenza Waddington ia a fami- 
liar one in literary circles. A* an ardent and 
indoatriona worker in the field* of philosophy, 
and a a a trnly Rood and noble woman, abe waa 
edmired and beloved by all who knew her. 
The Marchosa waa remarkable too in being one 
of the few living Hnka between the tbinkera and 
philosopher* of the present generation and that 
fnmonn band of metaphysician* which led the 
mind of Europe to higher aima and a nobler 
pnrpoae than it had yet reached. Rant was the 
leader of thia hand end the founder of the Criti- 
cal Philosophy as it ia called. Thia school of 
thought, ia regarded, any* Carlyle, aa “dis- 
tinctly the greatest intellectual achievement of 
the eighteenth century." It came to fight in a 
period of donbton the one hand and dogmatism 
-on the other, and its influence on the moral cul- 
ture of the civilized world ia declared by 
Beblegel to lie parallel only wilh that of lha 
Reformation. Fichte and Rege) belonged to 
thia wonderful constellation of tbinkera. and 
Rebelling, the friend and successor of Fichte 
at Jena, wns one of its bright particular stars. 
Probably more than half a oentury ago the lady 
whose loss we now lament made the acquaint- 
ance of Frederick Rebelling, and waa inspired 
by him with an extraordinary interest in philo- 
sophic studies, which she hes ever since pursued 
with the utmost delight In 1841 Rebelling 
was appointed to s chair at Berlin, from which 
he soon retired and pursued his work in com 
parative seclusion till 1864 when he died, leav- 
ing his philosophic mantle to the Marcheaa, who 
lias worn it with so mnch grace and glory. 
The most distinguished philosophers of Italy, 
Germany and France were attracted by this 
lady, in whom, it ia said, •• beauty, goodness 
and understanding were joined in the happiest 
harmony." We learn from one of our literary 
journals, that " amongst several philosophical 
work* written hr the Msrchesa Florence Wad- 
dington are the ' Raggin snMa Filosofla. dello 
Hpirito’and • I principal li Psnti della Filosfla 
dslla Religione ' according to the principles of 
Rebelling. On the occasion of Dante's Cen- 
tenary she wrote an interesting account of 
• Dante InJtelsv^one con Is (’Ivilta,' which ap- 
peared In the <%vUUi Itnllana Dp to the tims 
of her illness, the Marchess was engaged in pre - 
(taring for the (tress her corresp<»ndenoe with 
Ring Ignite of Bavaria Hhe had arrived from 
Perugia to spend a few days at Florence in the 
prosecution of this work, when »he w»« seised 
with (ever and died rather suddenly." 

It is said that her husltsnd. the ('svnhere 
Evrlino Waddingion. sod her son. Ludovico 
Floronri, are about to pr«|i*r« for publica- 
tion n selection from the el tensive corres- 
pondence which the Marcheaa carried on with 
*o many celebrated men of her time The

11 Modal partnership, then one of the partner* 
mnat hare the name rights as the other. One 
partner among men is now able to bind hia fel- 
low in all contract* made in their joint busi- 
ness. and one not (infrequently rains the other. 
If a wife oonld alienate any part of the prop- 
erty in which she haa a right of dower at her bua- 
band’n death — if she oould control the capital 
employed in hi* bn*in**a, ere n to a limited ex- 
tent, she might destroy her own proej»ecbi and 
her husband’s at any time. Women and men 
ought to lie independent in all taurines* matter*, 
but if a husband and wife choose to conduct 
any taurineas as partners, then each ought to 
hare the same right*. When women get the 
ballot, and their spheres of action are extended, 
we will need additionnl laws to preserve them 
in all their rights. Bat even then, we think 
that to make husband and wife independent of 
each other in the control of their property 
will be found to lie the best way. 


MEETING OF THE 90 OTHER X WOMEN 8 
BUTIR A U. 

A sM4i.i. but energetic band of women met on 
Thursday, June 9th. at room 24, Cooper In- 
stitute, under the aospicea above-mentioned. 
The oliject of the Bureau is to aid in every 
way, by advice, pecuniary assistance. welcome, 
and sympathy, all such Son them women as 
shall wish to come to New York for the pur- 
pose of engaging in remunerative employment, 
whether literary, professional or purely prac- 
tical. Thousands of women there are represent- 
ed as being weary of their enforced idleness 
and poverty, and anxious to support themselves 
by their own exertions as soon as s way shall 
lie opened for them to do so. Among the men 
at the Houtb there is still griwt prejudice against 
women's engaging In labor of any sort ; and 
this fact has a paralysing effect npon the wo- 
men. Many of them have oonaeqoently made 
up their minds lo come to New York where the 
example, countenance, and experience of ihe 
many who ere engaged in active labor, can be 
made available to them. Mrs H R Well*, as 
President of the Borneo, ojiened Die meeting 
by the announcement that Mrs. Burns had 
l*eeo nominated a* Recording Keoretary, and 
requesting the ladles to take a Vf*te on it Mr* 
Burns declined the nomination, whereupon 
Mrs Holloway, who had acted as Secretary on 
a previous occasion, announced her willingness 
to oontinue to do *0 until otherwise filled. 

Mrs. Holloway, who is a beautiful Hoathem 
woman, full of lively energy and hopefulness, 
then made some remarks elucidating the nature 
and necessity of the association Kh» stated 
• bat she had lately received several letters from 
Northern ladies of means, suggesting that some 
proytstatt Is made for that portion nt their set 
st the Houih who were willing to go to New 
York for the parpso of engaging in some use 
ful oecnpeUott, but whose Ignorance concerning 
the moda* operand! would prevent thetn from 
the success they deserved. The South, sh« 
said, was bow beginning to wake to a sener o* 
l hi needs and was bound to bloom after its long 
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s eas on of trouble. I'fominent member* of 
Congress and also of the Press, bed written 
letter* to expree* their sympathy and offer 
their aid to this cause. 

U waa prepmed, she aatd, to open a fkmtikeru 
Boarding Hotuw for such vo®n, ** m'gbl com# 
to the city a* strangers — where they could 
have a bom*, bnt where all sectional feeling 
should be discouraged 8h* thought there was 
a feeling in the houtb. broad, and de»p. and 
warm, that ought to be appealed to. 8b* 
-then alluded gratefully to Mrs Wells ac.'hsving 
been the first to extend a band of greeting, sym- 
pathy and help to tb* women of the Booth, and 
no one who looked on the shrewd, chastened 
countenance of the i*resideot could help feeling 
that the tribute wan merited. 

8be spoke very enlbumastJoaJly and con- 
fidently of what the Bureau was going to ac- 
complish Alluding to the fact that while Mr 
Beecher aid other great lights at the recent 
conventions had expressed sympathy for West- 
ern women, and bad omitted to mention the 
sorely -tned women of the South, she said 
that, after all, it wo* probably because Boo them 
women had made themselves so little known. 

Mr*. Burns then rose to apologia* 1 for not 
being able to accept the Secretaryship. Her 
warmest sympathies, she said, were for the 
South. She had lived there many year*, 
and knew the people., and was. of course, 
deeply interested for this movement on be- 
half of Southern women. But abe had a 
profession that occupied her time, and abe 
felt that abe could not accept an office and do 
it justice. Mr* Wells then moved to form 
a committee to draft resolution*. Mrs. Long- 
street.
